Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
(Scotland). — At  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland)  in 
Edinburgh,  on  February  9,  Mr.  F.  W.  M. 
Bennett,  Arbroath,  in  the  chair,  the  follow- 
ing were  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  on  the 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scot- 
land) :  Messrs.  W.  T.  Elder,  Aberdeen  ; 
W.  J.  Jack,  Loanhead;  N.  M.  Lindsay, 
Perth ;  and  Alexander  Murray,  Glasgow. 

Holidays  in  1944. — The  Government 
hopes  that  employers  will  co-operate  with 
the  Regional  Boards  of  the  Ministry  of 
Production  to  secure  maximum  "stagger- 
ing" of  workers'  holidays  both  within  an 
establishment  and  between  firm  and  firm 
and  district  and  district.    If  the  develop- 
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ment  of  the  war  and  the  claims  of  produc- 
tion permit,  it  suggests  that  industrial 
agreements  and  common  practice  in  relation 
to  the  annual  holiday  should  be  observed. 
The  following  days  should  in  general  be 
approved  holidays :  Saturday,  April  8,  and 
Easter  Monday,  April  lo ;  Saturday, 
1  May  27,  and  Whit  Monday,  May  29; 
Monday,  August  7 ;  Saturday,  December 
23 ;  Monday,  December  25,  and  Tuesday, 
December  26;  or,  alternatively,  Saturday, 
December  30,  and  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
January  i  and  2.  In  Scotland  similar 
arrangements  should  be  made  for  holidays 
customarily  observed. 

Edinburgh  Dispensary. — The  Royal  Pub- 
lic Dispensary,  Edinburgh,  made  up  1,630 
prescriptions  during  1943. 

Nottingham  Endorses  a  Candidature. — 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Nottingham 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
which  was  addressed  by  Mr.  Granville 
Shaw,  Ph.C,  a  resolution  was  passed 
unanimously  supporting  his  candidature 
at  the  coming  Council  election. 

Candidate  Sponsored. — The  council  of 
the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  is  offi- 
cially sponsoring  the  candidature  of  Mr.  L. 
Moreton  Parry  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council  election.  It  considers  Mr. 
Parry's  lengthy  and  varied  experience  of 
local  and  national  pharmaceutical  matters 
admirably  fits  him  to  represent  pharmacists, 
and  believes  the  loss  of  elder  councillors  has 
reached  the  safety  limit. 

Premises  Application  Refused. — An  appeal 
by  Moore  Medicinal  Products,  Ltd.,  Bon 
Accord  Square,  Aberdeen,  against  a  refusal 
by  the  Town  Council  to  allow  dwelling- 
house  property  at  29-30  Albyn  Place  to  be 
converted  into  industrial  premises,  has 
been  dismissed  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Scotland  on  the  ground  that  the  pro- 
posed change  would  be  harmful  to  the 
amenities  of  the  district. 

Britain's  Part  in  Chemotherapy  Progress. 

— In  an  address  on  "Chemotherapy"  at 
Aberdeen  University  recently,  Professor 
W.  C.  Wilson  said  that,  although  the 
original  discovery  was  German,  the  further 
development  of  sulphonamide  derivatives 
had  been  done  almost  exclusively  in  this 
country  and  America,  and  the  most  import- 
ant work  on  biochemical  action  had  been 
done  in  British  laboratories.

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. 

Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists. — A  council 
meeting  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists 
was  held  on  February  5,  when  Mr.  H.  N. 
Linstead  (secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  gave  an  address  on  the  functioning 
of  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittee with  particular  regard  to  hospital 
pharmacy,  afterwards  answering  questions. 
Miss  A.  Gilliatt,  J.P., '  was  unanimously 
elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Guild 
in  recognition  of  her  work  on  behalf  of 
public  pharmacy  and  the  Guild.  A  letter 
of  appreciation  for  his  work  for  the  Guild 
was  sent  to  -Mr.  James  Carey,  who  resigned 
from  the  registrarship  on  being  called  up 
for  national  service.  The  Glasgow  and  West 
of  Scotland  Branch  submitted  for  Council 
approval  a  report  on  post-war  (hospital) 
pharmaceutical  planning ;  the  Birmingham 
Branch  submitted  views  on  the  national 
medical  service.  Both  reports  were  passed 
to  the  Guild's  post-war  (hospital)  planning 
secretary.  The  secretary  (Mr.  John  H. 
Wood)  dealt  with  correspondence  between 
the  joint  committee  on  salaries  and  wages 
(hospital  staff)  appointed  by  the  Associa- 
tion of  Municipal  Corporations,  British 
Hospitals  and  County  Councils'  Associa- 
tions, and  London  County  Council.  A  report 
of  the  salaries  and  wages  subcommittee 
upon  this  subject  was  approved,  and  the 
secretary  was  instructed  to  proceed  along 
the  lines  advocated. 
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Herbalist  Without  Business  Licence. — At 

Chadderton,  on  February  9,  Joseph  Higham 
Taylor,  herbalist,  68  Market  Street,  Shaw, 
was  summoned  for  carrying  on  a  retaii  busi- 
ness without  a  licence  under  the  Location  of 
Retail  Businesses  Order,  1942.  It  was 
stated  that  defendant's  application  for  a 
licence  for  the  premises  in  Shaw  had  been 
refused.  An  ofhcer  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
visited  the  shop  on  three  occasions  and 
purchased  catarrh  pastilles  and  herbs. 
Later,  the  assistant  admitted  the  sales  were 
against  Taylor's  instructions.  Defendant 
said  he  purchased  the  business  and,  the 
licence  having  been  refused,  used  the 
premises  as  a  display  centre,  warehouse  and 
laboratory.  A  notice  was  put  in  the  window 
that  all  orders  had  to  be  given  at  the  main 
shop  at  Rochdale.  He  further  contended 
that  herbs  did  not  come  within  the  medi- 
cinal category  until  after  a  manufacturing 
process  had  been  appUed.  He  was  fined  ^2.0 
and  ordered  to  pay  ^'1  7s,  costs. 

Rat  Poison  in  Plain  Bottle— At  Maryle- 
bone,  London,  police  court,  recently,  Walter 
Henry  Gale,  a  manufacturer  of  rat  and 
mouse  poisons,  Westbourne  Park  Villas, 
Bayswater,  London,  W.,  was  fined  a  total 
of  ^100,  with  ^10  los.  costs,  for  selling 
Galey's  rat  and  mouse  poison,  containing 
barium  chloride,  in  a  bottle  not  labelled  in 
the  manner  prescribed  and  not  fluted  so  as 
to  be  recognisable  by  touch.  Evidence  was 
given  that  Gale  supplied  the  product  whole- 
sale to  small  shopkeepers  who  were  not 
qualified  chemists ;  a  direction  was  given  to 
mix  the  preparation  with  breadcrumbs. 
Defendant  told  the  inspector  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  he  considered  he  was 
doing  a  national  service  by  putting  the  rat 
poison  on  the  market,  and  thought  the  label 
was  of  no  great  importance.  He  found  it 
impossible  to  obtain  the  type  of  bottle 
which  complied  with  the  regulations. 
Albert  Edward  Abraham,  shopkeeper,  gave 
evidence  that  he  bought  four  doz.  bottles 
of  the  preparation  on  September  8,  1943 ; 
defendant  told  him  it  was  not  a  poison. 

Unauthorised    Sales    of    Leg-tan; — For 

breaches  of  the  Toilet  Preparations  Order, 
IQ42,  Charles  Schofield,  M.P.S.,  11  Huntley 
Street,  Warrington,  and  Bertram  Browne, 
trading  as  Birch  Browne  &  Son,  hair- 
dressers, Bridge  Street,  Warrington,  were 
summoned  locally  on  February  2.  Schofield 
was  accused  of  having  sold  to  Birch  Browne, 
in  April  1943,  live  gross  bottles  of  leg-tan 
for  £2\,  the  goods  not  being  labelled  with 


the  name  and  address  of  the  manufact 
or  licensed  packer;  a  second  summon; 
lated  to  two  gross  of  leg-tan,  valuei

Patent  Law  , 

When  experts  of  the  rank  of  those  men- 
tioned in  your  editorial  article  on  p.  200 
differ  about  the  incidence  of  British  patent 
law,  I  do  not  venture  to  intervene.  It  may 
be  remembered  that  the  history  of  patents 
goes  back  many  centuries.  For  a.  long 
period  it  was  the  practice  of  British  sove- 
reigns, in  the  exercise  of  royal  favour,  to 
grant  monopolies  in  respect  of  various 
industries  and  occupations.  In  1623  this 
practice  was  regarded  by  Parliament  as  so 
detrimental  to  the  public  interest  that  the 
so-called  Statute  of  Monopolies  was  passed. 
The  statute  declared^  in  general  terms,  that 
grants  thus  conferred  were  "altogether 
contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  realm."  But 
an  exception  was  made,  in  Section  6,  in 
favour  of  future  inventors.  It  ran  :  "  Pro- 
vided also  .  .  .  that  any  declaration  before 
mentioned  shall  not  extend  to  any  letters 
patent  and  grants  of  privilege,  for  the  term 
of  fourteen  years  or  under,  hereafter  to  be 
made,  of  the  sole  working  or  making  of  any 
manner  of  new  manufacture  within  this 
realm,  to  the  true  and  first  inventor  of  such 
manufactures,  which  others  at  the  time  of 
making  such  letters  patent  and  grants 
shall  not  use.  ..."  During  the  last  years 
of  the  nineteenth  century  and  the  early 
years  of  this,  four  Acts  were  passed  regu- 
lating and  consolidating  the  issue  of  patents. 
Your  readers  are  kept  well  informed  of 
recent  legislation  of  the  same  type,  and  of 
the  views  of  the  medical  profession  on  the 
patenting  of  medicinal  substances.  It  may 
be  argued  that  taxation  has  become  so 
onerous  as  to  render  it  unprofitable  for  an 
inventor  to  trouble  about  protecting  the 
fruits  of  its  research.  However,  public 
opinion  is  likely,  as  you  point  out,  to 
"crystallise  slowly"  on  the  various  aspects 
of  a  difficult  problem.

eaten.  One  part  of  good  gelatin  in  12 
5  of  water  yields  a  fairly  firm  jelly, 
as  that  is  the  form  in  which  gelatin  is 
lly  consumed,  it  would  be  necessary  to 


swallow  96  lb.  of  the  jelly  to  ingest  the 
maximum  B.P.  daily  dose  of  AS2O3. 

Few  pharmacists  stock  any  large  quantity 
of  gelatin,  but  a '  very  small  sale  to  an 
inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
may  involve  them  in  police  court  proceed- 
ings, and  a  prosecution  for  an  alleged 
offence.  For  the  Commission's  recommend- 
ation is  not  a  legal  obligatory  standard. 
The  B.P.  is  not  actually  an  official  standard 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  but  it 
stipulates  that  the  ash  limit  for  gelatin  is 
to  be  "not  more  than  2  per  cent.,"  and  the 
retailer  has  to  face  that  figure  if  he  has  to 
defend  a  prosecution. 

Sulphur  Dioxide 

The  Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations 
stipulate  definitely  that  gelatin  must  not 
contain  more  than  1,000  parts  per  million 
of  SO2,  and  that  figure  is  a  legal  standard 
which  is  compulsory.  Naturally,  the 
pharmacist  asks  what  would  become  of  the 
SO2  when  the  gelatin  was  dissolved.  De- 
finitely' the  proportion  would  be  lowered 
beyond  the  legal  maximum  or  it  would 
become  oxidised  to  sulphate.  There  is 
no  limit  prescribed  for  the  amount  of 
sulphate — of  soda — which  may  be  imbibed 
daily  in  solution,  so  the  significance  of  a 
figure  limit  for  SO2  seems  farcical.  That 
does  not  end  the  subject.  The  B.P.  specifies 
the  "certain  materials"  from  which  gelatin 
may  be  prepared,  but  after  four  years  of 
a  world-war,  "Whence  come  they?" 

Dr.  Roch'^  Lynch  (the  Home  Office 
analyst)  published  a  paper  a  few  years  ago 
describing  the  methods  for  estimating  the 
quantity  of  lead  in  human  and  other  bones  ; 
so  gelatin  may,  and  does,  contain  lead  (in 
proportions  less  than  10  parts  per  million). 

Copper,  Tin  and  Zinc 

Copper  pans  and  apparatus  are  used,  or 
were  formerly  employed,  for  boiling  the 
raw  materials  in  the  manufacture  of  gelatin. 
Inevitably,  some  traces  of  copper  remain 
in  the  extracted  liquor.  No  standard,  nor 
any  legal  limit,  is  available  to  guide  the 
analyst  or  the  manufacturer  as  to  how 
much  copper  should  be  allowed  in  edible 
gelatin,  but  every  reputable  manufacturer 
knows  the  necessity  of  keeping  his  plant 
clean  for  dealing  with  an  acid  product. 

Tin  is  so  insoluble  that  tinned  apparatus 
seldom  affords  even  a  suspicion  of  the 
metal  in  the  finished  gelatin. 
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The  B.P.  words, "  drying  the  residue  in  air," 
indicate  that  too  often  galvanised  gauze  or 
netting  is  employed  for  drying  the  sheets 
of  jelly  in  the  air.  The  galvanising  is  not 
unaffected  by  the  atmosphere,  and  con- 
sequently may  make  an  unwelcome  con- 
tribution to  the  metallic  impurities  in 
gelatin.  No  legal  limit  has  yet  been  set  or 
suggested  for  the  proportion  of  zinc  per- 
missible in  edible  gelatin,  but  on  the  parts 


per  million  basis  the  figure  can  only  be 
low  one  in  a  clean,  well-run  factory.  Wh 
all  this  has  been  attended  to  there  is  ■ 
definition  for  taste  or  smell.  WTiatever  t 
metallic  impurities  may  be,  no  cusfoiE 
will  voluntarily  accept,  or  use,  gelat 
possessing  an  odour  of  cumin,  fenugreek 
citronella.  Gelatin  must  therefore  be  su 
ably  stored  if  it  is  intended  for  ret 
customers. 


PHARMACY  AT  THE  POLLS 

by  Cascarilla 


The  approaching  elections  of  members  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  differ  in  three 
important  ways  from  those  of  pre-war  days. 
First,  several  years  have  passed  since  the 
previous  election.  Secondly,  there  are  forty 
candidates  for  seven  vacancies.  Thirdly, 
five  of  the  candidates  are  drawn  from 
members  of  the  staff  of  one  of  the  largest 
multiple  companies. 

Bearing  these  three  points  in  mind,  the 
voter  is  presented  with  a  problem  of  some 
difficulty  in  allotting  his  seven  votes.  Shall 
he  vote  for  those  retiring  members  of 
Council  who  are  standing  for  re-election? 
Shall  he  vote  for  any  or  all  of  the  candidates 
from  the  multiple  companies?  How  shall 
he  choose  his  men  from  the  large  number 
of 'candidates  of  whose  fitness  to  represent 
him  on  the  Council  he  is  uncertain? 

A  Possible  Precedent 

The  candidature  of  a  number  of  pharma- 
cists drawn  from  one  multiple-shop  com- 
pany in  itself  raises  a  new  and  difficult 
question  in  Council  elections  because,  if 
their  candidature  should  be  supported  by 
all  the  qualified  men  of  their  own  company, 
they  might  have  it  in  their  power  largely 
to  control  the  election  and  future  policy  of 
the  Society — a  possibly  dangerous  pre- 
cedent. One  way  of  considering  the  prob- 
lem is  for  the  'voter  to  look  back  on  the 
existing  Council  and  consider  its  record. 
He  might  also  go  further  and  look  back 
over  the  last  fifty  years,  investigating  what 
has  been  done  by  the  Council  for  pharmacy, 
and  placing  it  alongside  what  has  not  been 
done. 

In  an  attempt  to  summarise  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  Council,  I  look  back  over 
nearly  fifty  years  of  membership  of  the 
Society.  I  see,  during  that  period,  the 
following  positive  results  : — 

(i)  During  the  whole  period,  the  stan- 
dards of  the  education  curriculum  and  of 
the  examinations  have  been  steadily  and 


consistently  raised ;  I  think  the  examir 
tions,  as  held  today,  are  more  efficient  a: 
represent  a  higher  standard  of  educati 
than  those  of  fifty  years  ago.  Other  thin 
being  equal,  this  is  right  and  proper. 

(2)  The  last  fifty  years  have  seen  seve' 
Pharmacy  Acts,  as  well  as  the  Danger 
Drugs  Act,  all  right  and  proper  from 
ethical  standpoint,  and  all  tending  to  e 
sure  the  safety  of  the  public. 

(3)  N.H.I,  dispensing  has  been  almc 
entirely  restricted  to  the  pharmacist,  b 
it  must  be  confessed  that  the  remunerate 
offered  by  the  Government  has  not  err 
on  the  liberal  side,  while  the  dispensi 
accommodation  provided  by  individi 
chemists  has  in  some  instances  also  be 
limited  in  character. 

(4)  The  present  system  of  local  branch 
has  been  set  up,  and  time  at  the  Phanr 
ceutical  Conferences  has  been  devoted 
matters  of  importance  to  the  branches.' 

(5)  The  Council,  through  its  membe 
now  contributes  much  good  work  on  Su 
committees  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Comt 
sion.   It  also  produces  the  Bitish  Pharir 
ceutical  Codex  and  Extra  Pharmacopoeia 

(6)  The  "  Jenkin"  case  finally  elimina 
all  matters  relating  purely  to  the  trade  si 
of  pharmacy  from  the  Council's  purview. 

(7)  Under  the  last  of  the  Pharmacy  Ac 
membership  of  the  Society  became  cc 
pulsory  for  all  practising  pharmacists, 
view  of  the  previous  scanty  membership 
the  Society,  this  measure  has  proved  va 
able,  financially  and  otherwise. 

(8)  The  erection  of  a  new  headquartt 
for  the  Council  and  its  school  has  be 
commenced,  though  suspended  for  the  du' 
tion  of  the  war. 

(9)  Post-graduate   classes,  followed 
examinations  and  certificates,  have  be 
introduced. 

(10)  A  Statutory  Committee,  with_  d: 
ciplinary  powers  to  deal  with  professioE 
misconduct,  has  been  set  up. 
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at  Has  Not  Been  Done 

Having  reviewed  the  positive  achieve- 
ents,  it  is  worth  while  to  consider  what 
s  not  been  done. 

(1)  No  steps  have  been  taken  to  ensure 
e  proper  training  of  apprentices  (except 
hospitals)  by  inspections  of  premises,  and 
cilities  for  teaching. 

(2)  No  satisfactory  arrangement  has  been 
ached  with  the  Army  authorities  as  to  the 
-ployment  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army. 

(3)  The  restriction  of  dispensing,  apart 
cm  N.H.I.,  to  pharmacists,  has  still  failed 

materialise. 

Acts  of  omission  and  commission  in  the 
t  heighten  the  importance  of  the  im- 
nding  elections.  One  feature  presents  a 
oblem  which  has  already  been  referred  to. 
the  candidates  from  one  multiple  com- 
ny  should  all  be  elected,  a  quite  undue 
ount  of  influence  would  be  in  the  hands 
this  private  concern.  If  the  process  is 
gined  as  repeating  itself  in  later  elec- 
ons,  the  whole  Council,  it  will  be  seen, 
ay  acquire  a  predominantly  "limited  com- 
ny"  trend,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how 
is  can  be  prevented  except  by  voters 
f raining  from  giving  their  support  to  the 
ndidates  affected.  Every  voter  should 
riously  ask  himself  whether  he  wishes 
's  state  of  affairs  to  be  brought  about, 
is  clear  that  the  Council  should  represent 
ot  only  the  retail  trade,  but  hospitals, 
"holesalers,  and  employees  also,  though  the 
dmission  of  Trades  Union  officials  as  such 
ould  appear  unnecessary.  From  the 
iter's  point  of  view,  the  advisability  of 
ppointing  hospital  representatives  and 
ma-fide  retail  pharmacists,  and  possibly 
ne  wholesaler,  is  to  be  urged. 

ranch  Influence 

When  the  elections  are  over,  it  might  be 
veil  for  local  branches  of  the  Society  to 
ixercise  more  influence  oh  the  Council  than 
n  the  past,  particularly  in'  matters  dealt 
vith  by  the  Council.  For  example,  in  view 
)f  possible  extensions  of  State  pharmacy, 
:he  Council  should  be  pressed  to  set  up 
nachinery  without  delay  for  inspection  of 
ill  pharmacies  where  apprentices  exist, 
-vith  a  view  to  ensuring  adequate  tuition  at 
3ach  of  them.  Restriction  of  opening  of  new 
pharmacies  will  be  another  important 
point,  bearing,  in  mind  the  reckless  opening 
3f  pharmacies  after  the  last  war.  Finally, 
vve  as  members  elect  our  own  Council,  and 
therefore  are  directly  responsible  for  what 
the  Council  does  and  does  not  do.  Surely 
it  would  be  well  to  recognise  this  responsi-  ' 
bility  and  exercise  it  to  the  full. 


INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

West  Midlands. — During  1943  the  West 
Midlands  Joint  Pricing  Bureau  dealt  with 
5,500,000  prescriptions.  In  Worcestershire 
the  number  of  insured  persons  at  January 
I,  1944,  was  176,115,  an  increase  of  2,197 
since  October  i,  1943,  and  of  3,700  since 
January  i,  1943. 

Isle  of  Wight. — The  local  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, meeting  at  Newport  recently,  de- 
cided to  write  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
about  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  an 
efficient  dispensing  service  in  the  Island  in 
view  of  the  further  demands  being  made 
on  the  already  much  depleted  staffs.  Al- 
ready 90  per  cent,  of  the  pharmacies  are 
working  single-handed  and  25  per  cent,  of 
the  pharmacies  are  closed  so  far  as  Insur- 
ance Dispensing  is  concerned.  • 

Nottingham. — The  number  of  insured 
persons  in  the  Insurance  Committee's  area 
at  January  i,  was  124,523,  an  increase  of 
1,526  over  the  October  i,  1943,  figure. 
Ninety-two  chemists,  with  142  places  of 
business,  were  on  the  Committee's  lists, 
and  in  the  quarter  ended  September  30, 
1943,  142,433  prescriptions  had  been  dis- 
pensed by  chemists  at  a  total  cost  of  ^7,199, 
against  128,656  prescriptions  and  ;^6,028 
in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1942. 

Yorkshire  (West  Riding). — The  annual 
report  of  the  Insurance  Committee  records 
that  a  co-operative  society  in  the  Com- 
mittee's area  had  one  chemist  froiyi  its  two 
pharmacies  called  up  for  service  with  the 
Forces,  and  applied  for  permission  for  the 
remaining  chemist  to  be  allowed  to  attend 
at  each  shop  for  three  days  a  week.  The 
Committee  felt  that  the  arrangements 
would  not  provide  a  satisfactory  pharma- 
ceutical service  and  declined  to  entertain 
the  suggestion.  A  similar  decision  was 
given  in  respect  of  an  application  by 
another  chemist  to  provide  a  restricted 
service  between  5  and  7.30  p.m.,  so  that 
he  might  be  able  to  continue  in  his  employ- 
ment during  the  day  in  an  adjoining  city. 
The  Committee  received  many  applications 
that  the  official  closing  hours  in  the  evening 
should  be  earlier  than  7  o'clock,  but  con- 
sidered that  a  normal  closing  hour  earlier 
than  7  p.m.  would  not  provide  a  satisfac- 
tory service,  and  that  blackout  difficulties 
had  already  been  met  by  the  Committee's 
concession  that  during  the  winter  months 
chemists  might  close  one  hour  earlier  than 
the  time  specified  in  the  panel  list.  During 
the  year  2,692,272  prescriptions  were 
dispensed  by  the  741  chemists  in  the  area. 
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A  WORD  IN  YOUR  EAR,  MR.  APATHY!

It  was  Trommsdorf,  the  learned  apothecary 
of  Erfurt,  who  wrote  in  the  eighteenth 
century,  "  Seldom,  if  ever,  did  I  find  a  proper 
appreciation  of  the  pharmacist's  important 
calling  by  the  general  public.  Pharmacy 
was  almost  universally  looked  upon  as  a 
trade,  and  the  pharmacist  as  a  mere  trades- 
man. This  fact  pained  me  the  more,  the 
firmer  I  became  convinced  that  pharmacy 
is  a  worthy  branch  of  the  natural  sciences, 
and  its  devotees  deserve  the  honours  so 
freely  bestowed  upon  workers  in  other 
departments  of  the  sciences.  But  how  few 
of  the  pharmacists  themselves  were  per- 
meated by  the  importance  of  their  calling." 
These  words  might  have  been  written  today, 
yet  the  times  of  Erfurt  were  halcyon  days 
for  pharmacy  compared  with  the  present. 
An  explanation  might  be  found  then  as  now 
in  the  fact  that  the  field  of  pharmacy  had 
been  invaded  by  grocers,  spice-dealers, 
barbers,  etc.,  and  although  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain  was  not  formed 
until  1 84 1,  pharmacists  must  have  blamed 
somebody  or  something  for  their  lack  of 
status  and  recognition. 

Death  by  Instalments? 

It  is  in  fact  a  perennial  lament,  this  wail- 
ing over  misfortunes,  and  pharmaceutical 
history  reeks  of  it.  So  for  what  it  is  worth 
there  can  be  some  satisfaction  in  the  know- 
ledge that  we  of  our  day  and  age  have 
inherited  an  inferiority  complex  inherent  in 
pharmaceutical  practice,  but  that  we  have  a 
very  convenient  scapegoat  since  1841.  In 
fact,  a  more  apt  caption  on  the  arms  of  our 
Society  might  be  "Qui  facet  consentit," 
but  our  interest  in  pharmaceutical  evolu- 
tion is  not  yet  moribund  in  spite  of,  or 
should  it  be  because  of,  you,  Mr.  Apathy. 
The  Council  elections  are  shortly  being  held 
for  the  first  time  since  1940  and,  with  the 
stampede  of  seekers  after  the  senatorial 
crown,  you  may  well  sit  back  in  your  smug- 
ness and  indolence  and  say,  "Cui  bono?" 
After  all,  suicide  is  an  absolute  act  of  resig- 
nation even  though,  pharmaceutically,  we 
have  confounded  the  textbooks  on  physi- 
ology by  contriving  to  die  by  instalments. 

Regeneration  by  Osmosis 

Is  there  to  be  no  deliverance  from  the 
masterly  inactivity  of  the  elder  statesmen? 
Can  we  expect  a  release  of  enough  energy  to 
make  it  possible  for  a  majority  of  our  mem- 
bers to  record  their  verdict  and  return  a 


microcosm  of  senators  with  an  adequacy 
of  red  corpuscles  in  their  political  outlook? 

From  the  immortal  pages  of  "  Romeo  and 
Juliet "  our  progenitor  casts  his  shadow  ovei 
our  very  being : 

"  I  do  remember  an  apothecary 
And  hereabouts  he  dwells — whom  late  I 
noted 

In  tatter'd  weeds,  with  overwhelming  brows, 
Culling  of  simples :  meager  were  his  looks, 
Sharp  misery  had  worn  him  to  the  bones ; 
And  in  his  needy  shop  a  tortoise  hung 
An  alligator,  stufi'd,  and  other  sldns, 
Of  ill-shap'd  fishes ;  and  about  his  shelves 
A  beggerly  account  of  empty  boxes, 
Green  earthen  pots,  bladders,  and  musty 
seeds. 

Remnants  of  packthread,  and  old  cakes  of 
roses. 

Were  thinly  scatter'd  to  make  up  a  show," 
By  a  substitution  or  rather  re-orientatio 
of  modern  baubles  which  adorn  {sic !)  the 
pharmac}^  of  today  his  mien  is  familiar,  a>nd 
with  the  certainty  of  post-war  "develop- 
ment" of  pharmacists  employed  in  bazaars, 
grocers'  stores,  and  in  many  diverse  pla( 
other  than  pharmacies,  even  with  an  abund- 
ance of  coupons  we  shall  soon  return  to  the 
"tatter'd  weeds"  and  "meager  looks." 

The  Way  to  Absolution 

We 'observe  today  in  our  craft  numerous 
"physiological  phenomena"  (if  you  will 
excuse  the  alliteration)  who,  by  some  divine 
dispensation,  live  apparently  normal  lives 
though  invertebrate  and  eviscerated.  To 
them,  as  to  you,  perpetual  mourning  is  th" 
order  of  things,  even  though  the  corps 
may  be  taking  an  "unconscionable  time  a- 
dying."  The  fact  that  a  bod}'-  dies  when 
there  is  no  movement,  that  the  strength  of 
a  chain  is  no  greater  than  that  of  its  weakest 
link,  are  trite  platitudes,  but  even  they 
may  yet  call  forth  the  realisation  that  what 
pharmacy  is  today  is  what  we  have  made 
it,  and  that  what  it  is  likely  to  be  tomorrow 
is  what  we  are  going  to  make  it. 

"The  fault,  dear  Brutus,  lies  not  in  our  stars 
But  in  ourselves  that  we  are  underlings." 

You  may  get  partial  absolution,  Mr. 
Apathy,  by  using  that  vote.  But — use  it 
wisely !  With  an  array  of  candidates  many 
of  whom  are  "unknowns,"  avoid  choosing 
your  favours  by  means  of  a  pin.  Read, 
study,  digest  every  candidate's  policy,  and 
send  back  to  the  Council  men  and  women 
who  say  "There  is  no  depression  in  this 
house,  and  we  do  not  admit  the  possibilities 
of  defeat.   They  do  not  exist."

It  is  concerned  solely  with  the 
pply  of  medicines  for  domiciliary  treat- 
ent.    Pharmaceutical  service  would  be 

en  to  the  public  by  use  of  existing 
armacies.  The  cost  of  adapting  them  to 
eet  future  requirements  would  almost 

ays  be  less  than  the  cost  of  building 
w  establishments.     Pharmacists  would 

required  to  equip  and  maintain  their 
emises  so  that  they  could  undertake  all 
ditional  dispensing.  An  adequate  emer- 
ncy  service  would  be  available  in  each 
ea.  The  standard  would  be  such  that 
armacy  coifld  offer  the  community  a 
armaceutical  service  capable  of  meeting 
medical  requirements.  Supply  of 
edicines  would  be  under  the  direction  of 
pharmacist,  and  all  dispensing  would  be 
rformed  by  pharmacists,  the  number 
gaged  on  the  work  being  governed  by  the 
mber  of  prescriptions  dispensed.  Uni- 
rmity  would  be  ensured  by  inspection. 

rvice  Based  on  Hospitals 

Plan  B  assumes  a  comprehensive  service 
orking  in  or  through  hospitals,  district 
d  local  health  centres,  and  providing 
miciliary  treatment  for  patients.  The 
imtry  would  be  divided  into  areas,  each 
contain  one  general  hospital,  one  or  more 
strict  health  centres,  and  four  or  more 
Cal  health  centres,  each  providing  ade- 
uate  pharmaceutical  service.  The  number 
d  size  of  district  and  local  health  centres 
/ould  depend  more  upon  density  of  popu- 
ition  rather  than  on  actual  numbers. 

Hospitals. — To  provide  an  efficient  phar- 
laceutical  service  in  a  i,ooo-bed  general 
ospital  with  no  out-patients,  and  provided 
tiat  no  extensi^■e  manufacturing  was 
drried  on,  five  or  six  full-time  pharmacists 


would  be  required.  Special  hospitals  of 
similar  size  would  ,  require  somewhat 
smaller  staffs,  but  in  no  case  less  than  two. 

District  Health  Centres. — In  some  in- 
stances district  centres  might  be  situated 
in  existing  hospital  buildings.  In  others 
one  pharmaceutical  department,  with  suit- 
ably augmented  staff,  could  serve  both. 
In  others  again  new  premises  would  have 
to  be  provided ;  the  pharmaceutical  staff 
required  might  vary  from  two  to  six. 

Local  Health  Centres.  — -  These  would 
provide  a  complete  pharmaceutical  service 
for  all  patients,  whether  seen  by  a  doctor 
at  the  centre  or  visited  by  him  at  their  own 
homes.  All  necessary  medicines  would  be 
provided,  also  surgical  dressings,  and  such 
instruments  and  appliances  as  might  be 
prescribed.  A  twenty-four-hour  service 
would  be  necessary,  with  delivery  facilities 
for  urgent  medicines.  In  no  case  should 
the  pharmaceutical  staff  be  less  than  two 
qualified  pharmacists,  who  would  be 
provided  with  adequate  assistance  for 
cleaning,  deliveries,  etc.  Pharmacists  might 
be  expected  to  undertake  routine  bio- 
chemical tests;  more  elaborate  investiga- 
tions would  be  sent  to  pathological  labora- 
tories at  district  centres  or  area  hospitals. 

Supplies  and  Equipment. — The  pharma- 
ceutical department  of  the  area  hospital 
should  be  responsible  for  the  supply  of 
galenicals,  tablets,  sterile  solutions,  etc. 
Each  dispensary  would  be  expected  to 
undertake  the  extemporaneous  preparation 
of  special  requirements. 

Conditions  of  Service. — The  pharmaceu- 
tical staff  of  the  area  should  be  considered 
as  a  whole,  and  each  individual  should  have 
the  opportunity  of  serving  in  dispensaries 
of  the  general  hospital,  district  and  local 
centres,  and  special  hospitals  in  turn.  He 
should>be  eligible  for  promotion,  according 
to  ability,  in  his  own  area  or  another.  To 
ensure  that  no  pecuniary  loss  was  sustained 
in  transferring  from  one  area  to  another,  a 
national  scale  of  salaries  and  a  super- 
annuation scheme  would  be  essential. 

Organisation  and  Administration. — Phar- 
macy would  be  adequately  represented  with 
other  ancillary  services  on  whatever  ad- 
ministrative bodies  were  set  up  to  control 
the  service,  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
downwards.  The  chief  pharmacist  of  a 
general  hospital  might  be  given  general 
oversight  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  of 
an  area ;  preferably,  an  area  pharmacist, 
free  from.. other  responsibilities,  might  be 
appointed.

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Salvage  of  Bottles.- — In  reply  to  a  sug- 
gestion that  empty  bottles  were  normally 
broken  when  collected  by  refuse  collection 
authorities,  Mr.  Peat  (Ministry  of  Supply) 
stated  on  February  16  that  of  the  large 
quantities  of  bottles  collected  by  local 
authorities  as  salvage,  about  20,000  tons 
per  annum  were  sold  intact  for  re-use,  and 
a  similar  quantity  was  sold  either  intact  or 
broken  as  raw  material  for  the  manufacture 
of  new  bottles,  etc.  The  Ministry  of  Supply 
encouraged  both  reclamation  and  re-use. 

Penicillin. — Sir  H.  Williams  asked  the 
Minister  of  Supply  on  February  9  the 
names  of  the  experts  at  present  in  the 
United  States  studying  the  production  of 
penicillin;  and  by  what  firms  they  were 
employed.  Mr.  Peat  said  the  technical 
experts  referred  to  were  Dr.  W.  R.  Boon 
and  Mr.  Harry  Jephcott,  and  they  had  been 
sent  to  America  as  representatives  of  the 
penicillin  committee  of  the  Ministry  of 
Supply.  Their  services  had  been  made 
available  to  the  committee  by  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  and  Glaxo  Labor- 
atories, Ltd.,  respectively. — Major  Lyons 
asked  the  Minister  of  Supply  on  February  16 
to  what  extent  he  was  co-operating  with 
the  appropriate  authorities  in  Canada  and 
in  the  U.S.A.  in  the  large-scale  manufacture 
of  penicillin.  Mr.  Peat,  in  reply,  said  there 
was  close  and  constant  co-operation  be- 
tween all  parties  concerned,  both  by  the 
exchange  of  information  and  reports,  and 
by  visits  of  scientific  and  technical  experts. 
The  arrangements  for  the  production  of 
penicillin  in  Canada  and  the  United  States 
and  this  country  were  co-ordinated  by  the 
Combined  Production  and  Resources  Board. 

Major  Lyons :  In  view  of  the  uneasy 
feeling  the  public  have,  first,  that  a  mono- 
poly has  been  granted  for  the  manu- 
facture of  this  drug;  and,  secondly,  that 
we  are  not  pressing  ahead  in  any  degree  in 
the  manufacture  of  it,  will  the  hon.  gentle- 
man say  precisel}'  what  steps  are  taken  to 
co-operate  in  the  large-scale  manufacture 
now  taking  place  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States  ?■ — Mr.  Peat :  ...  As  far  as  I  know, 
no  step  is  being  omitted  which  would 
help  us  to  get  production  going  in  this 
country. 

'Major  Lyons:  But  may  I  ask  what  step 
is  being  taken  and  nor  what  is  not  being 
omitted  ?

t  a  Press  conference  held  at  the  Ministry  of 
ealthon  February  1 8  the  following  question 
as  put  to  the  Minister  (Mr.  H.  U.  WilUnk). 

Question  :  Can  the  Minister  expand  the 
statement  on  p.  37  of  the  White  Paper 
referring  to  supply  of  drugs  and  medical 
appliances  ^ 


Answer:  Not  at  present.   The  general 
principles  in  the  three  main  fields  [the 
patients,  the  doctors  and  hospitals]  are 
now  being  considered  and  I  cannot  go 
into  more  detail  at  this  stage  with  regard 
to  the  supply  of  drugs.    No  discussions 
have  as  yet  taken  place  with  pharmacists 
but  I  hope  talks  will  start  quite  soon. 
There  is  also  a  reference  to  pharmacists 
under   "Professional   Guidance   in  Local 
Organisation"  (pp.  19  and  20),  Professional 
bodies  are  to  be  created  [which  should  in- 
clude pharmacists]  to  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  local  authorities.  The  constitu- 
tion of  such  expert  advisory  bodies  is  to  be 
considered  later,  but  it  is  anticipated  that 
they  will  be   uniform   in  representation 
throughout  the  country. 

"Hie  Doctors'  Position 

Doctors  will  be  free  to  come  into  the  ser- 
vice or  stay  out  as  they  prefer.  They  will 
be  free,  with  certain  reservations,  to  con- 
tinue practice  in  the  service  with  such 
private  practice  outside  it  as  is  wanted. 
They  will  practise  either  from  their  own 
surgeries  as  at  present  or  from  Health 
Centres  provided  for  them  by  local  author- 
ities. The  experiment  of  Health  Centres  will 
be  tried  full^S/and  carefully.  Such  Centres 
will  house  a  group  of  doctors  and  will  pro- 
vide a  consulting  room  for  each  doctor, 
waiting  rooms,  recovery  rooms,  rooms  for 
ininor  surgery  and  simple  laboratory  tests, 
and  so  on,  together  with  a  nursing  and 
clerical  staff.  This  proposal  was  strongly 
advocated  in  the  draft  interim  report  of  the 
Medical  Planning  Commission  set  up  by 
the  British  Medical  Association. 

Doctors  will  be  paid  either  by  capitation 
fee  or  by  salary  or  some  similar  method 
as  may  be  most  appropriate  to  the  circum- 
stances of  their  practice.  Their  remunera- 
tion and  superannuation,  together  with  the 
related  questions  of  compensation  for  loss 
of  selling  value  of  practices,  and  the  sale  and 
purchase  of  practices,  will  be  discussed  with 
the  medical  profession.  General  practitioners 
will  be  under  contract  for  their  work  in  the 
service  with  a  new  body  called  the  Central 
Medical  Board.  This  will  be  largely  medical 
in  composition  and  will  be  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Minister.  Doctors 
and  other  health  experts  are  to  be  brought 
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right  into  the  planning  and  development 
of  the  service  through  Central  and  Local 
Health  Services  Councils.  These  Councils 
will  be  advisory,  not  executive,  but  they 
will  be  ablfe  to  offer  advice  whether  asked  to 
do  so  or  not.  This  is  the  method  proposed 
for  making  sure  that  the  expert  view  is  fully 
heard  and  fairly  considered  before  decisions 
are  taken. 

Scope  of  Scheme 

The  proposed  service  will  provide  treat- 
ment entirely  free.  The  only- kind  of  charge 
made  may  be  for  expensive  appliances  or 
for  replacements  of  them  if  broken.  It  will 
be  open  to  everyone.  It  is  not  limited  to 
wage-earners  or  any  other  social  group. 
The  whole  family  is  entitled  to  use  it.  But, 
equally,  everyone  is  entitled  not  to  use  it. 
They  can  get  advice  and  treatment  pH- 
vately  if  they  prefer  to  pay  for  it.  The 
proposed  service  will  cover  every  kind  of 
service — the  general  practitioner,  the  mid- 
wife, the  home  nurse,  the  clinic,  the  con- 
sultant and  specialist,  the  hospital ;  labora- 
tory tests,  A^-rays,  electro-therapy  and 
massage,  ambulance  transport,  rehabilita- 
tion ;  medicine  and  appliances ;  and  there 
will  be  free  choice  of  dqptor  from  among 
those  in  practice  in  the  district.  At  the 
Press  conference  the  Minister  emphasised 
the  free  choice  of  doctor  within  the  family. 

Voluntary  Hospitals  to  Co-operate 

Voluntary  hospitals  will  be  asked  to  take 
part  in  the  new  service  as  partners  with 
the  municipal  hospitals.  They  will  remain 
independent,  but  their  functions  in  the 
service  will  be  laid  down  in  an  agreed  local 
plan  for  each  area  which  the  Minister  will 
approve.  All  hospitals  will  have  to  observe 
certain  general  conditions  (e.g.  Rushcliffe 
rates  of  salary  for  nurses,  and  submission  to 
inspection  by  experts) .  Voluntary  hospitals 
will  still  depend  on  voluntary  subscriptions, 
etc.,  if  they  are  to  remain  voluntary  and  in- 
dependent. They  will  receive  payments  for 
their  services  from  the  local  authorities  and 
from  the  Exchequer ;  but  these  payments 
will  not  meet  the  full  cost  of  running  the 
hospitals. 

Control  by  County  Authorities 

The  proposed  service  will  be  directed  at 
the  centre,  by  the  Minister  responsibk'  to 
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Parliament,  and  locally  by  county  an 
county  borough  councils  responsible  to  tl^ 
electors.  Counties  and  county  borough 
will  be  combined  for  planning  purposes  an 
for  the  running  of  the  hospital  and  consuH 
ant  services.  The  constitution  and  areas  c 
these  joint  authorities  will  be  decided  b 
the  Minister  after  consultation  with  loc^ 
interests.  The  joint  authority  will  have  th 
duty  of  consulting  local  authorities,  voluE 
tary  hospitals,  doctors  and  others  concernec 
and  of  submitting  to  the  Minister  a  plan  fo 
the  whole  health  service  for  its  area.  Th 
plan  will  cover  not  only  the  hospital  an- 
consultant  services  run  by  the  authority 
but  also  clinic  and  general  practitioner  an' 
other  services,  as  referred  to  in  some  detaj 
in  the  White  Paper. 

Proposals  not  Decisions 

It  is  clear  that  the  Government  has  takei 
no  final  decisions  on  any  single  point  in  con 
nexion  with  the  proposed  National  Healt 
Service,  for  the  White  Paper  is  nothing  mor 
than  a  series  of  proposals — many  of  then 
tentative.  The  whole  field  has  been  le 
open  for  discussion  and  negotiation  betweei 
the.  various  professional  and  other  interest: 
concerned  and  the  Government  with  the  ob 
ject  of  working  out  an  agreed  plan  of  service 
Pharmacists  have  the  opportunity  to  secur( 
due  recognition  for  their  profession  anc 
adequate  remuneration  for  their  services 
Their  negotiations  with  the  Minister  o; 
Health  must  be  based  on  two  main  points 
"service  to  the  nation"  and  "pharmacy  foi 
the  pharmacist."  They  can  provide  tht 
former  and  they  have  every  right  to  deman 
the  latter. 

Pharmacy's  Joint  Proposals 

Last  July  proposals  were  submitted  tc 
the  Minister  of  Health  as  "the  basis  of  a 
pharmaceutical  service  within  a  national 
medical  service"  (C.  (S>  D.,  July  17,  p.  62), 
These  proposals  were  sponsored  by  the 
Council  of  the  Society,  the  Executive  of  th 
N.P.U.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  Scotland,  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists,  the  Association  of  Scientific 
Workers  and  the  Association  of  Pharma- 
ceutical  Employees.  This  statement  con- 
tains a  proposal  to  set  up  a  Pharmacy  Com- 
mission to  "exercise  its  powers  by  means  of

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Discontent  over  Call-up 

From  time  to  time  since  its  inception,  dis- 
satisfaction has  been  expressed  in  various 
quarters  at  the  attitude  of  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee.  Doubtless 
a  good  deal  of  this  criticism  has  been  ill- 
informed,  but  there  remains  a  hard  core  of 
grievance  which  affords  some  justification 
for  a  prevalent  uneasiness  which  does  not 
appear  to  be  diminishing. 

"  To  Represent  the  Profession  " 

A  Central  Pharmaceutical  Emergency 
Committee  was  formed  at  the  instance  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1939,  i.e.  prior  to 
the  outbreak  of  war.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  asked  at  that  time  to  prepare 
a  national  service  register  of  pharmacists 
and  to  appoint  a  committee  "to  deal  with 
all  matters  arising  in  connexion  with  the 
register  .  .  . ;  to  represent  the  profession 
in  all  negotiations  with  Government  depart- 
ments, and  advise  upon  any  questions 
relating  to  the  supply  and  utilisation  of 
pharmaceutical  personnel  which  may  be 
referre.d  to  it  and  to  report  from  time  to 
time  to  th^  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society."  '  The  composition  of  the  com- 
mittee was  decided  by  the  Society's  Council, 
which  provided  the  chairman  and  five  other 
members,  and  arranged  for  the  following 
additional  representatives  :  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union,  2 ;  Company  Chemists' 
Association,  i ;  Co-operative  Societies,  i ; 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  i ;  Wholesale 
Drug  Trade  Association,  i ;  and  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  i.  The  retail  subcommittee 
consisted  recently  of  five  members  of  the 
Society's  Council,  two  representatives  of 
the  company  chemists,  two  employee 
representatives,  and  two  members  of  the 
N.P.U.,  with  chairman  nominated  by  the 
Council  as  before.  Two  representatives  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  attend  but  do  not 
vote.  Occasionally  military  or  Ministry  of 
Labour  representatives  are  present,  but 
a^ain  they  do  not  vote.  Military  service 
mkn-power  is  regarded,  it  is  understood,  as 
a  separate  problem,  which  is  dealt  with 
exclusively  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Responsibility  Disclaimed 

Recently  the  Council,  through  its  secre- 
tary, who  is  also  the  secretary  of  the 
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C.P.W.C.,  disclaimed  resppnsibility  for  the 
Committee's  actions,  though  it  is  difficult 
to  believe  that  the  reports  to  the  Council 
were  intended  merely  to  be  filed  for  refer- 
ence. In  view  of  the  facts  given,  the  dis- 
claimer is  more  astonishing  than  convincing. 
The  inference,  indeed,  is  that  the  Council 
itself  is  not  satisfied  with  the  Committee's 
workings,  yet  so  far  as  we  are  aware  it  has 
taken  no  action  to  put  matters  right.  An 
initial  error  was  made  in  agreeing  that 
dispensing  figures  should  be  the  main 
criterion  and  that  all  other  questions  should 
be  left  to  the  personal  hardship  tribunals. 
It  is  pertinent  to  ask  whether  the  Council 
was  not  responsible  for  acceptance  of  this 
basis  of  negotiation. 

Local  Decisions  Overruled 

No  one  would  suggest  that  pharmacy 
should  not  make  its  proper  contribution  to 
the  Services,  but  there  is  nevertheless  a 
feeling  that  the  bureaucratic  methods 
employed  have  resulted  not  only  in  a 
dangerous  reduction  in  the  quality  of  the 
pharmaceutical  services,  but  also  in  the 
creation  of  serious  inequalities  of  sacrifice. 
A  sense  of  frustration  is  felt  by  some  of  the 
local  war  committees,  whose  members  com- 
plain that  many  of  their  decisions  are 
overruled  or  ignored,  and  .charge  the  Com- 
mittee with  acting  rather  as  a  recruiting 
agency  for  the  Ministry  of  Labour  than  as 
a  body  "representing  the  profession." 
When,  recently,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
decided  to  suspend  the  call-up  of  doctors 
owing  to  an  influenza  epidemic  throughout 
the  country,  it  was  an  outside  agency  and 
not  the  Committee  which  secured  the 
extension  to  pharmacists  of  this  suspension, 
without  which  pharmacists  in  some  areas 
would  have  been  overwhelmed. 

Individual  Hardships 

Dissatisfaction  comes  also  from  indi- 
vidual members  of  the  Society.  A  case  that 
recently  came  to  our  notice  concerns  a 
business  in  which  the  owner  formerly  em- 
ployed three  qualified  men,  as  well  as  taking 
an  active  part  in  it  himself.  Though  now 
himself  physically  unfit,  and  although  two 
of  his  qualified  men  have  already  been 
taken  into  the  Forces,  he  is  called  upon 
to  surrender  his  last  qualified  pharmacist, 
without  any  suggestion  that  a  substitute 


will  be  forthcoming  or  even  permitted.  T 
details  of  the  case  have  been  well  authen 
cated  to  us,  and  we  can  only  hope  that 
is  an  unusual  example  of  harsh  treatmen 
As  has  been  pointed  out  on  previa 
occasions,  the  civilian  pharmaceutical  si 
vice  is  now  working  at  a  pressure  whi 
bodes  ill  for  the  safety  of  the  public  shoi 
there  be  any  sharp  rise  in  the  demand  i 
dispensed   medicines,   such  as  would 
occasioned  by  another  epidemic  outbrea 
It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  at  least  o 
local  committee  has  sent  in  a  resoluti 
urging  that  no  further  pharmacists,  wh; 
ever  their  age-group,  should  be  withdra\ 
from  civilian  occupations.   If  the  C.P.W 
considers  that  its  prime  responsibility  is 
the  Ministry  of  Labour,  the  rank  and  f| 
need  and  must  find  a  new  spokesman.  T 
Pharmaceutical    Society   claims   that  ii 
hands  are  tied.   Even  the  N.P.U.  has  bel 
strangely  silent,   although  its  subsidia! 
organisation,   the  Chemists'   Defence  A\ 
sociation,  would  seem  a  suitable  body 
act  for  individual  proprietors  who  consid] 
they  are  not  getting  a  square  deal.  All  el 
failing,  pharmacists  who  have  any  coi 
plaint  to  make  of  inequity  in  their  call-i, 
treatment  are  reminded,  as  already  me 
tioned,  that  they  can  appeal  to  the  loc| 
hardships  tribunal,  which  will  examine  th( 
case,  not  from  a  pharmaceutical  but  froiii| 
public  policy  point  of  view.

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GOVERNMENT'S  HEALTH  PROPOSALS 

|ie  long-promised  White  Paper  embodying  the  Government's  plans  for  a  National  Health 
leme,  as  a  prerequisite  of  any  general  scheme  of  social  security,  was  published  by 
IM.  Stationery  Office  on  February  17.    The  main  proposals  are  summarised  below. 

E  White  Paper,  "  A  National  Health 
[rvice,"  is  issued  jointly  by  the  Ministry 

Health  and  the  Department  of  Health 
Scotland.  Its  objects  are  set  forth  as 
iUig  :— 

1.  To  ensure  that  everybody  in  the 
untry — irrespective  of  means,  age,  sex, 
occupation — shall  have  equal  opportunity 
benefit  from  the  best  and  most  up-to-date 

ical  and  allied  services  available. 

2.  To  provide,  for  all  who  want  it,  a 
mprehensive  service  covering  every

physical  health;    all  specialist  services 

g.  for  tuberculosis,  cancer,  infectious 
seases,  maternity,  fracture  and  ortho- 
idic  treatment,  and  others) ;  all  normal 
(neral  services  (e.g.  family  doctor,  midwife 
id  nurse,  care  of  teeth  and  eyes,  day-to-

general  Principles 

The  proposals  are  based  on  certain 
eneral  principles,  which  are  summarised 
a  the.  following  five  points : — 

1.  Freedom  for  people  to  use  or  not  to 
se  the  facilities  at  their  own  wish;  no 
ompulsion  into  the  new  service,  either  for 
atient  or  for  doctor ;  no  interference  with 
he  making  of  private  arrangements  at 
)rivate  cost,  "if  anyone  still  prefers  to 
lo  so." 

2.  Freedom  for  people  to  choose  their 
)wn  medical  advisers  under  the  new 
irrangements  as  much  as  they  do  now ;  and 
o  continue  with  their  present  advisers,  if 
hey  wish,  when  the  latter  take  part  in  the 
lew  arrangements. 

3.  Freedom  for  the  doctor  to  pursue  his 
3rofessional  methods  in  his  own  individual 
>vay,  and  not  to  be  subject  to  outside 
linical  interference. 


4.  Personal  doctor-patient  relationship 
to  be  preserved,  and  whole  service  founded 
on  the  "family  doctor"  idea. 

5.  Principles  to  be  combined  with  the 
degree  and  kind  of  public  organisation 
needed  to  see  that  the  service  is  properly 
provided — e.g.  to  ensure  better  distribution 
of  resources  and  to  give  scope  to  new 
methods,  such  as  group  practice  in  health 
centres. 

Method  of  Organising 

Maximum  use  will  be  made  of  good 
existing  facilities  and  experience ;  there 
will  be  no  unnecessary  uprooting  of 
established  services,  but  the  welding  to- 
gether of  what  is  there  already,  adapting 
it  and  adding  to  it  and  incorporating  it  in' 
the  larger  organisation. 

Basis  will  be  the  creation  of  a  new  public 
responsibility ;  to  make  it  somebody's  clear 
duty  to  see  that  all  medical  facilities  are 
available  to  all  people;  this  duty  will  be 
placed  on  an  organisation  answerable  to 
the  public  in  the  democratic  way,  while 
enjoying  the  fullest  expert  and  professional 
guidance. 

Some  temporary  limitations  of  full  service 
are  inevitable  (e.g.  in  dentistry,  owing  to 
insufficient  dentists,  in  ophthalmology  and 
perhaps  elsewhere) ;  but  the  design  will  be 
comprehensive  from  the  outset,  and  fulfilled 
as  fast  as  resources  and  man-power  allow. 

First  steps  will  be  to  make  positive  plans 
for  each  area  and  determine  what  is  needed 
•for  all  people  in  that  area;  followed  by 
measures  to  ensure  that  what  is  needed 
is  secured. 

A  combination  of  central  and  local 
responsibility  to  achieve  all  this  will  be 
effected  to  ensure  that  both  general  national 
requirements  and  varying  local  require- 
ments are  equally  met. 

General  Administrative  Structure 

There  will  be  direct  responsibility  to 
Parliament,  resting  on  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland. 

Central  Health  Services  Council. — 
At  the  side  of  the  Minister,  but  independent 
of  him,  a  special  professional  and  expert 
body.  This  might  be  called  the  Central 
Health  Services  Council,  and  it  will  be  a 
statutory  body.  Its  function  will  be  to 
express  the  expert  view  on  any  general 
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technical  aspect  of  the  service.  There  can- 
not be  dual  responsibility  for  the  service, 
and  so  it  will  be  consultative  and  advisory, 
and  not  executive.  It  will  be  entitled  to 
advise,  not  only  on  matters  referred  to  it 
by  the  Minister,  but  on  any  matters  within 
its  province  on  which  it  feels  it  right  to 
express  its  expert  opinion,  and  the  Minister 
— apart  from  any  other  publication  of  the 
Council's  views  and  proceedings  which  he 
may  from  time  to  time  make — will  be 
required  to  submit  to  Parliament  annually 
a  report  on  the  Council's  work.  The 
Minister  will  refer  to  it  in  draft  form  any 
general  regulations  he  proposes  to  make 
in  the  new  service  on  subjects  within  its 
expert  field.  The  constitution  of  such  a 
body  will  need  to  be  considered  carefully 
and  in  detail  with  the  professional  and 
other  organisations  concerned.  At  this 
stage  only  the  general  kind  of  constitution 
which  might  suit  its  puirpose  and  function 
can  be  suggested.  It  will,  it  is  assumed,  be 
primarily  medical  in  make-up.  But  it  will 
not  be  wholly  medical;  it  will  need  to  be 
able  to  provide  an  expert  view  on  many 
questions — e.g.  of  hospital  administration, 
nursing,  midwifery,  dentistry,  pharmacy 
and  auxiliary  services — which  will  involve 
other  experts  than  the  physician  or  surgeon. 

Medical  and  Other  Representation 

To  be  effective,  it  must  not  be  too  large  or 
unwieldy;  nor  could  much  of  its  varied 
work  be  regularly  done  by  the  single  full 
Council.  The  Council  itself  might  consist 
of  about  thirty  or  forty  members,  repre- 
senting the  main  medical  organisations 
(specialist  and  general),  the  voluntary  and 
riiunicipal  hospitals  (with  both  medical  and 
other  representation),  medical  teaching,  and 
professions  like  dentistry,  pharmacy,  nurs- 
ing and  midwifery.  For  any  of  its  special 
purposes  the  Council  could  establish  small 
groups  or  subcommittees,  on  each  of  which 
it  would  be  possible  to  introduce  additional 
experts  in  the  particular  subject  referred — 
the  Council  itself,  however,  retaining  an 
ultimate  single  responsibility  for  all  views 
or  advice  expressed  in  its  name.  Members 
will  be  appointed  by  the  Minister  in 
consultation  with  the  professional  and 
other  organisations  concerned,  and  the 
Council  will  select  its  own  chairman  and 
regulate  its  own  procedure.  The  Minister 
will  be  prepared  to  provide  a  secretariat, 
and  the  expenses  of  the  Council  will  be  met 
from  public  funds. 

Central  Medical  Board. — There  will 
also  be  set  up,  for  certain  specific  purposes, 
a  Central  Medical  Board.  This  will  be  in  a 


different  category  from  the  Central  Health 
Services  Council,  inasmuch  as  it  will  perform 
executive  functions  in  the  day-to-day 
working  of  the  general  practitioner  service, 
rather  than  voice  opinion  on  general  matters 
of  medical  policy.  The  relations  of  the 
Board  with  .  medical  practitioners  are 
discussed  below. 

Local  Organisation 

Local  organisation  will  be  based  on 
county  and  county  borough  councils, 
operating  in  their  normal  local  government 
areas  where  possible,  but  combining  as 
joint  authorities  over  larger  areas  where 
necessary.  Areas  of  suitable  size  and 
resources  for  the  operation  of  a  full  hospital 
service  of  all  kinds  will  be  designated  by 
the  Minister  after  consultation  with  local 
interests.  For  each  of  the  new  hospital 
areas  a  joint  authorit}^  will  be  constituted 
from  existing  county  and  county  borough 
councils  in  the  area ;  in  the  few  cases  where 
the  area  may  coincide  with  an  existing 
county  area,  the  authority  will  be  the 
county  council.  The  new  joint  authority 
will  also  be  charged  with  preparing  an  area 
plan  for  the  health  service  as  a  whole  (not 
the  hospital  service  alone) .  Existing  county 
and  county  borough  councils,  while  com- 
bining for  the  duties  of  the  new  joint 
authority,  will  be  responsible  severally  for 
local  clinic  and  domiciliary  services  not 
belonging  to  the  hospital  and  consultant 
sphere,  within  the  general  area  plan; 
responsibility  for  child  welfare  will  be 
assigned  broadly  on  the  same  lines  as 
responsibility  for  child  education.  Genera^ 
medical  practice  will  be  the  subject  of 
special  organisation,  partly  local,  partly 
central. 

Local  Health  Services  Council. — -In 
each  joint  authority  area  there  will  be,  under 
the  scheme,  a  local  consultant  body  for  voic- 
ing professional  guidance  on  technical  as- 
pects of  the  service ;  it  will  be  known  as  the 
Local  Health  Services  Council,  and  serve 
a  similar  purpose  locally  to  the  central 
professional  body  already  described,  advis- 
ing both  the  joint  authority  and  the  county 
and  county  borough  councils,  and  free  to 
give  advice  and  express  views  to  the 
Minister.  This  is  described  in  greater  detail 
below. 

Single  Responsibility 

Outside    the    hospital    and  consultant 
services  the  Government  considers  there 
should  be  as  little  upsetting  of  the  existing^ 
organisation  for  these  services  as  is  com- 
patible with   achieving   a    unified  health 
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vice  for  all.    It   must   be   the  single 
ponsibility  of  some  authority  to  plan

t-patient  Activities 

5ome  forms  of  local  clinic  service  are  in 
ence  out-patient  activities  of  the  hos- 
al  and  consultant  services  (tuberculosis 
pensaries,  mental  clinics  and  cancer 
.gnostic  centres).  Such  services  must 
■lally  be  the  responsibility  of  the  same 
■thority  as  is  responsible  for  the  hospitals 
Id  consultants  over  the  larger  area..  They 
fer  in  this  respect  from  other  local 
vices  (maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics, 
lool  medical  services,  clinics  for  general 
atal  or  ophthalmic  treatment  and  advice, 
iangements  for  midwifery  or  home  nurs- 
(  or  health  visiting,  and  similar  activities) . 
In  dealing  with  the  clinic  and  other  local 
vices  generally  it  will  not  be  wise  to 
jscribe  an  absolutely  hard-and-fast  rule 
be  applied  in  all  circumstances.  It  may 
that  in  a  particular  county  or  county 
rough  of  exceptionally  small  area  or 
sources,  a  case  for  transferring  local 
actions  to  the  larger  joint  authority  will 
overwhelming;  in  another,  even  .some 
the  dispensary  or  out-patient  functions 
iy  be  found  more  suitable  for  discharge 
an  individual  county  or  county  borough, 
t  achieve  this,  the  new  joint  authority 
ly  submit  proposals  as  to  the  exact  allo- 
tion  of  responsibility  for  providing  the 
rious  local  services  covered.  The  decision

Special  considerations  will  apply  to  the 
amily  doctor"  or  general  practitioner 
anch  of  the  new  service.  Apart  from  local 
actions  in  the  general  practitioner  service, 
ere  will  also  be  the  provision  and  main- 
nance  of  special  health  centres  for  the 
ouped  medical  practice  of  some  of  the 
ctors  in  the  new  service,  in  areas  where 
is  decided  to  try  this  form  of  practice. 


This  will  be  appropriate  to  the  individual 
county  ,  and  county  borough  councils. 

Local  Health  Services  Councils 

The  need  to  ensure  technical  guidance  — 
by  creating  special  professional  and  expert 
bodies  for  the  purpose — offers  scope  for 
innovation  in  local  government  method,  and 
justifies  it.  What  is  wanted  is,  in  each  area, 
some  new  provision  for  the  organised 
expression  of  views  of  the  expert,  and  for 
ensuring  that  the  local  administration  can 
get  the  fullest  advantage  from  it.  The 
simplest  way  will  be  to  apply  to  local 
administration  the  kind  of  consultative 
machinery  suggested  for  central  adminis- 
tration, i.e.,  to  have  in  each  case  a  local 
expert  technical  body  (the  Local  Health 
Services  Council  already  referred  to).  The 
purpose  of  these  bodies  will  be  to  pro- 
vide locally  the  same  kind  of  medium  for 
expressing  the  expert  point  of  view  on 
technical  aspects  of  the  service  as  has  been 
proposed  at  the  centre.  Constitution  and 
membership  of  these  bodies  will  call  for 
detailed  consideration  later.  There  is  no 
reason  why  the  pattern  should  be  precisely 
uniform  throughout  the  country.  It  is 
sometimes  suggested  that  the  best  method 
of  linking  the  expert  point  of  view  with  the 
direct  administration  of  the  service  would 
be  to  include  in  the  local  administrative 
authorities  themselves,  and  in  their  com- 
mittees, a  proportion  of  professional  mem- 
bers appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the 
appropriate  professional  organisations,  with 
or  without  voting  powers.  The  Goveriiment 
feel  that  the  risk  of  impairing  the  principle 
of  public  responsibility  outweighs  any 
advantages  likely  to  accrue  from  this  course. 

Hospital  and  Consultant  Services 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  authorities 
themselves  to  secure  a  complete  hospital 
and  consultant  service  for  their  area — 
including  sanatoria,  isolation,  mental  health 
services,  and  ambulance  and  ancillary  ser- 
vices— in  accordance  with  the  approved 
area  plan.  Joint  authorities  will  do  this  both 
by  direct  provision  and  by  contractual 
arrangements  with  voluntary  hospitals  (or 
with  other  joint  authorities)  as  the  approved 
area  plan  may  indicate.  Powers  of  present 
local  authorities,  in  respect  of  these  ser- 
vices, will  pass  to  the  joint  authority,  with 
all  existing  hospitals  and  similar  institutions. 
The  voluntary  hospital  system  will  continue 
side  by  side  with  the  publicly  provided 
hospitals ;  voluntary  hospitals  will  partici- 
paie,  if  willing  to  do  so,  as  autonomous 
and  contracting  agencies-;    if  so,  the\'  ^vlll 
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observe  the  approved  area  plan,  perform  the 
services  for  which  they  contract  under  that 
plan,  and  receive  various  service  payments. 
All  hospitals,  municipal  or  voluntary,  taking 
part  in  the  service  will  observe  certain 
national  conditions  (e.g.  as  to  remuneration 
of  nurses,  appointment  of  consultants), 
the  conditions  being  centrally  prescribed. 
Special  provision  will  be  made  for  inspec- 
tion of  the  hospital  service,  through  selected 
expert  personnel  (some  part-time)  working 
in  panels  over  different  parts  of  the  country. 
Consultant  services  will  be  made  available 
to  all,  at  the  hospitals,  local  centres  or 
clinics,  or  in  the  home,  as  required ;  they 
will  be  based  on  the  hospital  service,  and 
arranged  by  the  joint  authority,  either 
directly  or  by  contract  with  voluntary 
hospitals  under  the  approved  area  plan. 

Measures  for  improving  the  distribution 
of  consultants,  dealing  with  methods  of 
appointment  and  remuneration,  and  relat- 
ing this  to  other  branches  of  the  new  service 
generally,  will  be  considered  after  the  report 
of  the  Goodenough  Committee,  but  the 
general  direction  of  changes  will  be  that 
consultants  taking  part  will  be  remunerated 
(usually  by  part-time  or  whole-time  salary) 
by  the  particular  hospital  or  hospitals  with 
which  they  are  associated  under  the  area 
plan;  standards  of  remuneration  will  be 
centrally  settled  in  consultation  with  the 
profession.  New  arrangements  will  be 
made  for  securing  proper  -  standards  for 
consultant  appointments  in  the  service, 
possibly  from  suitable  advisory  machinery 
to  be  set  up. 

General  Medical  Practice 

The  Minister,  with  the  new  Central 
Medical  Board,  will  undertake  nationally 
the  main  arrangements  for  a  general  prac- 
titioner service  throughout  the  county, 
under  which  anyone  who  wishes  to  do  so 
may  associate  himself  with  a  family  doctor 
of  his  own  choice  and  obtain  the  advice 
and  treatment  of  that  doctor  at  home,  at 
the  doctor's  present  consulting  room,  or  at 
a  consulting  room  in  a  health  centre. 
Central  and  national  arrangements  will 
cover  terms  of  service,  remuneration  of 
doctors  from  public  funds,  and  other  gen- 
eral aspects  of  organisation,  and  the 
individual  doctor  will  be  in  contact  with 
the  Central  Medical  Board.  The  joint 
authority  in  each  area  will  have  the  duty 
of  (a)  including  in  its  area  plan  an  assess- 
ment of  the  needs  of  the  area  in  general 
medical  practice;  (b)  keeping  these  needs 
imder  review  and  bringing  to  the  notice 
of  the  Minister  and  the  Central  Medical 


Board  any  general  features  or  requirement 
of  the  general  practitioner-  situation  in  th 
area  which  it  considers  to  need  attention 
(c)  ensuring  that  general  medical  pract: 
tioners  taking  part  in  the  service  in  th 
area  are  acquainted  with  hospital  aca 
consultant  and  other  services  availabl 
under  the  area  plan,  and  that  they  are  abl 
(as,  under  their  terms  of  service,  they  woul- 
be  required)  to  use  those  services  for  thei 
patients. 

Health  Centres 

The  county  and  county  borough  counci 
will  be  responsible  for  providing,  equippin 
and  maintaining  such  health  centres  fo 
the  conduct  of  general  medical  practice  a 
may  be  approved  from  time  to  time  by  th 
Minister,  and  in  such  cases  these  council 
will  be  joined  in  the  doctor's  contract  wi 
the  Central  Medical  Board.  Future  develop 
ment  will  include  both  new  methods  o 
"grouped"  medical  practice  in  healtl 
centres  (and,  where  suitable,  outside  them 
and  familiar  methods  of  "separate"  pra- 
tice,  each  being  developed  as  experien 
proves  best  in  each  area.  A  high  place  i 
the  scheme  will  be  giyen  to  a  full  and  care 
ful  trial  of  the  health  centre  method.  EacI 
health  centre  will  need  to  be  so  planned  a 
to  be  regarded  by  patients  not  as  a  complet 
break  with  present  habit  but  as  a  new  plao 
at  which  they  can,  if  they  wish,  continui 
to  see  their  own  doctor  when  he  has  joine( 
the  centre,  or  can  choose  the  doctor  in  th 
centre  whom  they  want  to  attend  them. 

Alternatives 

Alternatively,  they  must  be  able,  if  thei 
prefer  it,  simply  to  select  a  health  centr 
as  such,  rather  than  choose  a  particula: 
doctor  at  the  centre.  Existing  practitioner! 
will  be  able  to  participate  in  the  new  servia 
in  their  present  areas  of  practice,  and 
where  they  do  so  from  their  own  consultin" 
rooms,  will  normally  be  remunerated  on  ' 
capitation  basis  (though  other  method: 
will  be  considered  in  certain  cases  if  desirec 
by  the  practitioners  themselves).  When 
doctors  participate  in  group  practice  ii 
health  centres,  remuneration  will  be  b" 
salary  or  similar  alternative.  Practice  ir 
the  public  service  will  not  debar  a  doctoi 
from  private  practice.  Appropriate  limit- 
will  be  fixed  to  the  number  of  persons  whos( 
care  a  particular  doctor  may  undertake 
Newly  qualified  doctors  will  normally  b( 
required  to  serve  a  period  as  assistant: 
before  practising  on  their  own,  and  powei 
will  be  given  to  the  Central  Medical  Board 
to  reqrjiie  them  to  gp  e  full  time  to  the 
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■blic  service  in  their  early  ye3,rs  if  neces- 
■y.  New  practitioners  wishing  to  par- 
Bipate  in  the  service,  and  existing  prac- 
Bioners  wishing  to  do  so  in  new  areas  or 
Iw  practices,  will  have  to  obtain  the  con- 
Bit  of  the  Central  Medical  Board.  Com- 
Hasation  for  loss  of  selling  value  of  prac- 
■es  will  be  payable  where  a  doctor  trans- 
ms  his  public  practice  into  a  health  centre, 
I  where  a  public  practice  falling  vacant 
■not  allowed  to  be  refilled  by  the  Central 
Rdical  Board.  Superannuation  will  be 
Havided  for  doctors  practising  at  health 
Bitres  and,  if  practicable,  for  doctors 
■rticipating  in  the  service  in  other  forms  of 
fcctice.  The  question  of  the  sale  and  pur- 
lase  of  public  medical  practices  in  future 
■11  be  discussed  more  fully  with  the  pro- 
Rsion. 

wjoper  Distribution  of  Doctors 

There  is  at  present  no  effective  means  of 
suring  a  proper  distribution  of  doctors, 
hen  the  responsibility  is  assumed  of  ensur- 
T  a  personal  doctor  service  for  the  whole 
pulation  there  will  have  to  be  means  of 
:uring,  through  public  organisation,  that 
e  resources  ayailable  are  disposed  so  as 

fit  the  public  need.  Local  Insurance 
immittees  will  be  abolished,  and  doctors, 
far  as  they  take  part  in  the  general  prac- 
ioner  service,  will  be  in  contractual 
lation  with  a  Central  Medical  Board,  to 
lich  they  will  look  for  their  remuneration. 
i;her  functions  of  the  Insurance  Committees 
11  also  fall  to  the  Board,  but  minor  func- 
ms  will  be  discharged  through  local 
mmittees  or  similar  agencies.  The  Gov- 
ament  fully  agree  that  "grouped"  prac- 
:es,  to  which  numerous  privately  arranged 
.rtnerships  are  already  pointing  the  way, 
ust  have  a  high  place  in  the  planning  of 
e  new  service  and  they  are  designing  the 
rvice  with  this  constantly  in  view.  The 
lange  will  take  time,  and  the  Government 
tend  that  the  new  service  shall  be  based 
1  a  combination  of  grouped  practice  and 

separate  practice  side  by  side. 

rugs  and  Appliances 

The  existing  system  under  National 
ealth  Insurance,  under  which  panels  of 
lemists  are  formed  in  each  area  on  lines 
osely  corresponding  to  the  panels  of  doc- 
'rs,  has  worked  on  the  whole  with  success. 
I  detail  the  system  is  no  doubt  capable  of 
iprovement,  and  discussion  with  the 
)propriate  pharmaceutical  bodies  will  be 
elcomed  by  the  Government.  In  particular 
will  be  necessary  to  consider  the  arrange- 
ents  to  be  made  in  connexion  with  the 


supply  of  drugs  to  patients  attending  health 
centres.  As  regards  medical  and  surgical 
appliances,  the  existing  system  entitles  an 
insured  person  to  the  supply,  free  of  charge, 
of  certain  appliances  specified  in  the  Medical 
Benefit  Regulations  if  ordered  by  a  doctor. 
These  "prescribed  appliances"  are,  in  the 
main,  the  articles  most  commonly  required 
in  general  practice.  In  a  service  which 
includes  treatment  of  all  kinds,  whether  in 
or  out  of  hospital,  the  range  of  necessary 
appliances  will  have  to  be  greatly  extended  ; 
but  it  Avill  be  a  matter  for  consideration, 
whether  in  the  case  of  the  more  expensive 
appliances  the  patient  himself  should  not  be 
called  upon,  if  his  financial  resources  permit, 
to  contribute  towards  the  cost — either  of 
the  appliances  initially  ordered,  or  at  least 
of  repairs  and  replacements.  The  point  will 
be  of  particular  importance  in  connexion 
with  the  dental  and  ophthalmic  services. 

Clinic  and  Other  Local  Services 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  authority 
to  deal  in  its  area  plan  with  all  necessary 
clinic  and  other  local  services  (e.g.  child 
welfare,  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics, 
home-nursing,  health  visiting,  midwifery 
and  others),  and  to  provide  for  the  co-ordin- 
ation of  these  services  with  the  other  ser- 
vices in  the  plan.  Administration  of  the 
local  clinic  and  non-hospital  services  will, 
however,  normally  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  individual  county  and  county  borough 
councils  which  collectively  make  up  the 
joint  authqrity :  administration  will  be  in 
accord  with  the  general  provisions  of  the 
area  plan.  Exact  allocation  of  responsibility 
between  the  joint  authority  and  the  indi- 
vidual county  and  county  borough  councils 
will  be  settled  in  each  case  by  the  Minister 
in  determining  the  area  plan  ;  but  normally 
on  .  the  principle  that  services  belonging  to 
the  hospital  and  consulant  sphere  fall  to 
the  joint  authority,  while  other  local  and 
clinic  services  fall  to  the  individual  councils. 
New  forms  of  service  (e.g.  general  dentistry, 
care  of  the  eyes)  will  be  considered  with  the 
professional  and  other  interests  concerned 
as  soon  as  circumstances  allow. 

Financial  Arrangements 

The  service  will  be  free  to  all,  apart  from 
possible  charges  for  certain  appliances. 
Questions  of  disability  benefits,  for  those  ill 
at  home  and  for  those  in  hospital,  will  be 
dealt  with  in  later  proposals  on  social  insur- 
ance. Cost  of  the  service  will  be  met  from 
both  central  and  local  public  funds. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  England  and 
Wales  the  total  annual  cost  to  public  funds 
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Will  be  not  less  than  millions,  against 

about  ;^55  millions  from  public  funds  spent 
on  the  present  health  services.  Of  this  sum 
of  i\^2  millions,  about  l^o  millions  will 
be  spent  by  the  new  joint  authorities  on 
the  hospital,  consultant  and  other  services 
which  they  will  provide  and  maintain 
themselves,  including  payments  made  to 
voluntary  hospitals  for  their  services  under 
the  area  plan.  About  £22  millions  will  be 
spent  by  county  and  county  borough 
councils  on  the  services  for  which  they  are 
to  be  directly  responsible. 

The  State  will  itself  spend  directly  about 
i^o  millions  on  the  new  general  practitioner 
service — including  payments  to  chemists 
The  remaining  ^lo  millions  is  the  part 
of  the  expenditure  of  voluntary  hospitals 
which  will  be  met  by  a  direct  grant  from 
the  State.  • 

State  Grants 

Apart  from  its  own  direct  expenditure 
on  the  general  practitioner  service,  the 
State  will  give  grants  to  local  authorities 
and  to  voluntary  hospitals.  The  arrange- 
ments proposed  are  as  follows :  

1.  A  hospital  grant  of  /loo  a  bed  (;^35 
m  mental  hospitals  and  infectious  disease 
hospitals,  because  of  their  lower  compara- 
tive costs  and  because  the  scheme  broadly 
does  not  impose  any  additional  duties  on 
local  authorities  for  treatment  in  these 
cases)  will  be  paid  to  joint  authorities  in 
aid  of  the  hospital  and  consultant  service. 
A  similar  grant  will  be  paid  to  voluntary 
hospitals  (the  ;^io  millions  referred  to 
above). 

2.  Every  new  service,  other  than  the 
hospital  and  consultant  service,  will  be 
assisted  by  a  50  per  cent,  grant  which  will 
be  paid  to  the  authority  responsible  for 
the  service.       '    '  , 

3-  When  the.  above  grants  have  been 
paid  the  joint  authorities  will  meet  the 
remainder  of  their  expenditure  by  precept 
upon  their  constituent  county  and  county 
borough  councils.

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Beveridge  ];eport  proposed  that  an  anni 
sum  of  about  l^o  millions  should  be  ava 
able  from  this  source  for  the  new  heaJ 
services.  Of  this,  nearly  ^^36  millions  wot 
be  the  share  appropriate  to  England  a 
Wales,  and  if  this  assistance  is  assumed  t 
approximate  proportions  in  which  the  tol 
cost  of  the  new  service  will  fall  on  the  see 
insurance  scheme,  the  taxpayer  and  f] 
ratepayer  will  be  (ignoring  the  effect  of  tj

ipense  of  State  buildings,  staff,  etc. ;  (r) 
•ntinuance  of  a  service  already  working 
-tisfactorily ;  and  {d)  availability  of  ancil- 
ry  medical  and  surgical  supplies. 
;\  Pharmacy  Commission  would  act  as 


advisory  body  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
It  would  delegate  to  local  committees  such 
duties  as  fixing  rotas,  hours  of  service,  etc., 
and  the  local  committees  would  act  as  pre- 
liminary tribunals.  The  new  scheme  would 
provide  an  opportunity  for  a  scale  of  re- 
muneration being  arranged  upon  new  prin- 
ciples. Mr.  Tristram  also  dealt  with  the 
position  of  the  pharmacist  in  the  Armed 
Forces.  He  considered  it  wise  to  give  the 
Society's  case  wide  publicity.  He  visualised 
plentiful  employment  for  a  generation  to 
come.  Mr.  W.  B.  Brace  well,  in  the 
discussion,  said  it  would  be  useful  to  have 
some  information  upon  how  Russia  dealt 
with  her  pharmaceutical  services.  Mr.  T.  J. 
NowELL  said  that  whilst  the  Government 
seemed  unwilling  to  recognise  them  as  a 
profession,  the  public  thought  more  of 
pharmacists  than  ever  before.  Mr.  A. 
DoBSON  thought  the  average  pharmacist 
gave  worthy  service ;  he  came  to  that 
conclusion  after  visiting  pharmacies  all  over 
the  country.  He  did  not  think  the  public 
would  prefer  centralised  dispensaries.

ULSTER  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION 


At  the  February-  meeting  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association,.  Mr.  H.  P.  Crossin 
(president)  in  the  chair,  the  immediate 
Past-president  (Mr.  P.  R.  W.  Shinner) 
congratulated  the  president  on  the  birth 
of  a  daughter  during  January,  and  asked 
the  president  to  accept  from  the  executive 
committee  and  secretary  a  silver  porringer 
suitably  engraved.  Mr.  Crossin  replied, 
expressing  his  gratitude  and  appreciation. 
The  president  referred  also  to  the  recent 
death  of  Mr.  Samuel  Hill,  Ph.C,  and  pro- 
posed a  vote  of  sympathy  with  the  rela- 
tives ;  this  was  passed,  members  standing. 

Country  Wage  Rates 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  James  McClenahan) 
reported  that  no  general  desire  had  been 
expressed  by  country  members  for  a 
separate  lower  wage-rate.  He  had  written 
to  the  three  members  who  had'  raised  the 
question,  expressing  the  committee's  view 
that  it  would  not  be  in  the  interests  of 
country  members  themselves.  Another 
member  had  written  urging  that  there 
should  be  a  lower  wage-scale  for  women 
than  for  men.  He  had  written  as  directed 
to  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee,  Scotland,  urging 
action  towards  securing  increased  National 
Health  Insurance  remuneration  on  the 
grounds  of  increased  overhead  charges  and 
higher  wage  costs.  Copies  had  been  sent  to 
the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation 
and  National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  A 
subcommittee  appointed  for  the  purpose 
had  prepared  a  revised  draft  dispensing 
schedule  for  inclusion  in  the  Association's 
price  list;  this  was  approved  with  minor 
amendments. 

Membership 

On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  J.  McGregor, 
seconded  by  Mr.  P.  R.  W.  Shinner,  the 
following  were  elected  members  of  the 
Association:  Messrs.  H.  Connolly,  Ph.C, 
Belfast;  and  W.  H.  Irwin,  Ph.C,  Belfast; 
Mrs.  E.  J.  McCormick,  Ph.C,  Newtown- 
hamilton.  Applications  for  associate  mem- 
bership approved  by  the  temporary  com- 
mittee were  presented.  On  the  proposal  of 
Mr.  J.  McGregor,  seconded  by  Mr.  P.  R. 
W.  Shinner,  acceptance  of  the  applications 
was  confirmed. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  asking  the 
Association's  view  on  the  question  of  in- 
denturing apprentices.  It  was  decided  to 
consider  the  matter  at  the  next  meeting. 


The  secretary  read  a  letter  he  had  writtei 
to  the  town  clei'k  of  Belfast  as  directed  b; 
the  president,  and  in  consultation  with  th 
temporary  associates'  committee,  drawin, 
attention  to  an  advertisement  of  a  vacanc 
for  a  dispenser  at  Purdysburn  Fever  Hos 
pital  at  a  salary  of  ;^2oo  per  annum,  plu 
war  bonus,  and  pointing  out  that  th 
National  Arbitration  Tribunal  (N.I.)  ha( 
fixed  a  scale  for  pharmaceutical  chemist 
ranging  from  £^  to  £6  per  week,  plus,io£ 
per  week  for  those  with  administrativ 
responsibility.  In  response  to  a  telephon 
inquiry,  he  had  been  informed  that  th 
letter  had  been  considered  by  the  Git 
administrators ;  no  appointment  had  so  fa 
been  made.  The  temporary  associate 
committee  had  urged  that  public  attentio 
should  be  directed  to  this  matter,  and  th 
meeting  approved  this  view,  but  decidec 
to  take  no  action  until  the  appointment 
had  been  made.
